Hanna has decided to offer no further op- 
position to a proposed resolution in the 
coming repfblican state convention en- 
dorsing the candidacy of President Roose- 
veit. for another term. Thig action was 
decided upon late this afternoon. When 
asked if he had heard from Président 
Roosevelt with reference to the discussion 
concerning his attitude in connection with 
the resolution, Senator Hanna made the 
folowing statement to the Associated 
Press representative. 


“IT am imreceipt of a telegram from 
President Roosevelt, which indicates to 
me his desire to have the endorsement of 
the Ohié republican state convention of 
his administration and candidacy. In 
view of this I shall hot oppose such action 
by the convention and I have telegraphed 
the president to that effect.” 


Senator Hanna positively declined to 
further discuss the subject, insisting that 
the brief statement above fully covered 
the situation. :

The senator added that the votes of 
Ohio added to the states that have de- 
claréa@ heretofore for President Roose- 
velt gave the president a majority of the 
votes in the next republican national 
convention. 


CUBA AND PLATT AMENDMENT. 


Negotiations To Give Amendment Ef- 
fect at Standstill. 

Washington, May 26.—Although Mun- 
ister Squiers is extremely anxious to com- 
plete the negotiations to give effect to 
the Platt amendment, these have come to 
a standstill through absence from Ha- 
vana of Senor Zaldo; the Cuban ministcr 
for foreign affairs, who was summoned 
to New York by the serious illness of his 
Caughter. 

Mr. SGtiiers had prepared the way tur 
a tréaty defining the status of the Isle 
of Pines and this would have completed 
the work of treaty-making. It is believed 
that this last treaty will confirm the 
right of Cuba to the Isle of Pines, al- 
though it will provide ample safeguards 
for the considerable American interests 
there.

excitement.

opened the front door and walked out. ; 
He wept when he saw friends in the? 
crowd at Jackson.

Star State Without His Man, 
Since the Carroll County 


Lunacy Proceeding 
Is Upheld. 


* Bremen, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)\—The 
‘geeming conflict between the executive 
land judicial department of the state was 
gettied by Governor Terrell! issuing an or- 
ider suspending the requisition granted in 
‘the case of Thomas Gray, wanted in 
‘Texas for bigamy, until the habeas cor- 
‘pus isued by Judge Bartlette was heard. 

The writ of habeas corpus was’ tried 
pefore Judge Barlette at this place today. 
The habeas corpus was sustained and 
Thomas Gray was o-dered by the court 
to be carried to the sanitarium at Mil- 


ledgeviile. 

It seems from the evidence that about 
two years ago Gray left his wife and nine 
in Carroll county, 
and went to Texas, and while there mar- 
ried .he daughter of Mr. Heffner, of Lin- 
den, Tex., a2 prominent and wealthy farm- 
jer of that section, and early in this year 
feserted his wife in Texas and returned 
to Carroll county. 

In a few days the officers were seek- 
ing his arrest for the crime committed 
in Texas. ; 

In February a brother of Gray swore 
out a writ of lunacy against Thomas 
Gray before the ordinary of Carroll 
county and the writ was tried by a jus- 
tice of the peace and six jurors, finding 
‘Gray insane and a subject for the asy- 
‘jum. 
|} Gray was not carried to the sanitarium 
but was jeft at the house of hi8 relatives 
until.a few days ago, when he was cap- 
tured by Officers Spruell and Cobb. Since 
that time several writs of habeas corpus 
have been isued, the last of which was 
‘tried today and sustained. 

The question narrowed down as to 
whether the writ of lunacy was issned 
in Carroll county and proceedings there- 
under was regular or not, if so he was 
a ward of the state of Georgia and could 
not be transferred to another state until 

s was discnarged by the proper author- 


es. 

The courts held that the proceedings 
from Carroll county were regular. There 
Was great interest in the case because 
it involved new issues in law and the pe- 
culiar position it placed the sheriff of this 


> county in at one time. 


Sheriff Shelnutt was served with the 
writ of habeas corpus and ordered by the 
court to bring Gray before it, and at the 
same time Sheriff Henderson, of Texas, 
was here with a requisition signed by 
governor ‘Berrell ordering Shelnutt to 
turn ay over to him to be carried to 
Texas.

Hut Conitvion Must Sil Be 
Reckoned With, 


Columbia Was Beaten Badly, but the 
Constitution Sailed a Plucky 
Race and Outsailed Reliance 
‘on Two Legs of the 
Course. 


New York, May 26.—In a gamely contest- 
«ad race today the Reliance again ied 
the way across the finish line, winning 
her second victory over the Columbia and 
her first over the Constitution. 

Two minutes and fifty-one seconds later 
the Constitution finished, and the crew of 
the new boat gave her such a cheer as 
she deserved. The Constitution had sall- 
ed a plucky race and had a right to 
share in the ‘honors. From the start to 
the finish she had fought out every mile 
cver the 30-mile course and on two of 
‘tis legs had actually outsailed the new 
boat, a performance which restored her 
prestige imperilled by her disappointing 
showing in the drifting match last Sat- 
urday, and makes her a factor to be reck- 
oned with in the selection of a cup de- 
fender. 

The Columbia was, for the day, out- 
classed. From the very start she was 
never for a moment in the race. While 
the Reliance and Constitution were hav- 
ing it out between themselves all the 
way around the course, the former cup 
Cefender was dragging along miles astern 
of them and when the Reliance sailed 
across the finish line the Columbia was 
more than 2 miles almost dead to lee- 
ward. The Reliance beat her by fifteen 
minutes and fifty-one seconds actual sa'l- 
ing time. 

The wind held true at 9 to 12 knots dur- 
ing the race and favored none of the 
racers. The conditions were ideal for 4 
fair test of the three boats and the race 
today was devoid of the drifting feature 
which marred the two earlier races. 

How th> Course Was Sailed. 

The course was twice around a 15-mile 
triangle, and a 12-knot breeze wag snap- 
ying the bunting of the yachts at the 
starting line when the sleek racers gath- 
ered there and jockeyed for position. Co- 
lumbia was dressed in a new suit of sails 
that set like a glove. 

The starg at 12:15 p. m. was almost per- 
fect. Reliance and Columbia went across 
the line side by side with Constitution 


trailing by nearly half a mile, Dut to wind-. 


ward. Steadily but very slowly till the 
first turn Reliance lengthened her lead. 
The boats turned the first mark as fol- 
lows: 

Reliance, 12:43:06. 

Constitution, 12:43:35. 

Columbia, 12:45:08. 

On the fourth leg the boats had the 
wind a point freer and Reliance negotiated 
that leg in twenty-eight minutes and 


fifty-five seconds,.but Constitution gained 
nearly half a minute on her. 

Again on the next leg, Constitution out- 
footed the new boat, gaining one minute 
and twenty-one seconds, but she was still 
cne minute and eighteen seconds behind. 
The wind had shifted, however, until it 
was nearly to windward to the finish line 
end Reliance began to gain again, ai- 
though slowly. 

Captain Barr sent his boat across th 
line while the Constitution wag nearly a 
mile to leeward of it.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)\—The spe- 
clal committee named by Mayor Smith at 
the last meeting of the board of alder- 
men to dispose of convict labor upon the 
streets of the Central City presented two 
reports, a majority and a minority, dur- 
ing the session of the legislative body to- 
night. igs: 

The majority report was the production 
of Alderman Jones, chairman of the sype- 
cial committee, while the minority re- 
port was handed in by Mr. Massee. 

Under the laws now existing and a 
contract between the city of Macon and 
the state of Georgia the convicts manu- 
factured by the police court-are farmed 
out to Bibb county and the renta] in that 


contract is $8,000 per annum. 

Recently Mr. Johes, chairman of the 
street committee, has manifested an anx- 
jety to place the city zebras upon work 
on the thoroughfafes within the city. 
This proposition has led to an argu- 
ment in which not only legislative mem- 
bers and other city officials, but the citi- 
zens generally have taken part. 

To it more or less opposition has been 
shown. The majority report submitted 
by Mr. Jones tonight did not in the least 
cancel the contract between the city and 
the county, while it provided that the 
convicts should work six months of the 
year upon the streets of Macon and that 
the other half of the year should be 
spent on the county’s roads. 

Mr. Massee’s minority report demanded 
that the county work all roads leading 
out from Bibb county court house. 

“J do not want,”’ said Mr. Chestney, “to 
ever see uniformed convicts working 


upon the streets of Macon.”’ 

“T suggest,” said Mr, Redmond, “that 
the matter be lald over for the present.” 

“Macon,” said Mr. Happ, “hag been 
sleeping upon its rights too long. The 
bonded debt of Macon should in reality 
be upon the county of Bibb and not 
upon Macon. A great portion of this 
bonded debt, over which there is now 
an inclination to make much ado’ about 
nothing. was incurred in fixing up the 
roads of the county, as well as the 
streets within the city limits. I -have 
studied this question, and an important 
one, too, it is to every tax payer within 
the city and county, and the deeper the 
study the greater is my conviction that 
Bibb should bear at least an equal por- 
tion of this debt. Atlanta, as I am in- 
formed, works her convicts upon the 
streets &ix months every year. If that 
is true, why should we be apprehensive 
of working the convicts on our streets? 
We work them in Vineville, to all intents 
and purposes a part of the city of Ma- 
con. Then why not. work them. within 
the city itself? What we want is our 
proportion of the taxes paid in by the 
county of Bibb...Macon itaelf pays ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the .money 
due thes state from Bibb, and for that 
reason Macon should receive a greater 
proportion by far of this money than 
Bibb.”’ 

“TJ agree,” said Mr. McKenna, “fully 
with Mr. Happ as to the basis of his 
argument. But I do not want, under 
any conditions, to see the convicts, city, 
county or state, working upon the streets 
of the city. That would place these 
service-workers in competition with free 
labor. The bad roads in the county, and 
there are enough of them, now keep the 
farmers away from the city. - 

Let these convicts imprcve these roads 
and give the farmers an easy ingress to 
the cliy If this is done, at no time will 
the convict have spare moments to ex- 
hibit hig striped apparel’ to the pedes- 
trians within the city itself. I recall the 
time when free labor, working zealously 
and earnestly for daily bread was com- 
pelled to work alongside the negro who 
wore the uniform of his imprisonment. 
And it is my nightly prayer never to ob- 
serve this picture again. 

“The assessed value by the officers of 
Bibb county, as a county, is $17,000,000,"’ 
said Mr. Jones. “By the same officials 
the value fixed upon the property within 
the city itself is $14,000,000. By the laws 
of the state Macon now has a bonded in- 
debtedness reaching every penny the laws 
of the state allow. The question as to 
the payment of this money narrows itself 
dowp to Macon or Bibb county when the 
employment of free labor is taken into 
consideration.”’ 

At times the argument was warm and 
spirited, but the question was finally dis- 
posed of by postponing a further consid- 
eration until g subsequent meeting of the 
body legislative. 

While working upon the reports of com- 
mittees that ordinance prohibiting tle 
promiscuous scattering of patent medi- 
cines presented by Alderman Sloan at the 
last meeting was called up. The ordi- 
nance was adopted. 

An ordinance providing for the improve- 
ment of College street as a street and for 
sidewalks on the -sides of cement stone 
or vitrified brick, as the property owners 
may select, provided that the material 
used is in conformity with the city laws 
end that the work is done under the direc- 
tion of City Engineer Wilcox, was pre- 
eented and given a consideration upon the 
zdoption of a motion by Mr. Jones to sus- 
pend the rules. After a short debate the 
o1dinance was adopted. 

The ordinance provides for drains under 
the sidewalks and directs the chief of 
pclice to serve notice on pnoperty’ owners 
who do not comply with the ordinance 
within the time designated. by the law 
as adopted. 

A number of petitions for paving and 
other matters of particular interest to 
certain localities were presented and re- 
ferred to the appropriate committees. 

The committee on public property was 
made the custodian of a petition from the 
Macon Driving Club for the use of the 
mile track at the Central City park on 
July 4 next.

Dr. K. A. Smith, one of the 
physicians who analyzed Tanner’s stom- 
ach yesterday, testified that he found no 
evidence of strychnine in It. 

Mrs. Tanner, wife of the young man 
who died, was herself sworn and testified 
to receiving 10 cents’ worth of strychnine 
from a Gainesville druggist, whicn she 
swore was purchased to kill a dog and 
for which purpose the poison was used. — 

She denied that she had confessed to 
poisoning her husband, though several 
witnesses swore that she had stated in 
answer to questions immediately after 
her husband's death that she had done 
£0. 

No evidence was brought out that she 
and her, husband had ever quarreijed or 
had bitter disagreements, but on the 
othér hand it was shown that they had 
lived apparently happily together. 

After hearing from al! the witnesses 
the coroner's jury rendered a verdict to 
the effect that Tanner cAme to his déath 
in & manner unknown to the jury, and 
they recommended that his body be ex- 
humed and hig stomach, bladder and 
kidneys be takén by the coroner to ‘the 
State chemist and analyzed by him. 

Mrs. Tanner, who has been kept under 
guard since ‘the former inquest, was re- 
leased from custody by the coroner to- 
night.

White, a famous yellow fever expert, is 
dead at his home in this city in the 
seventieth year of his age. While a sur- 
Seon in the confederate army Dr. White 
Was sent in the union Jines at Golds- 
boro, N. C., to treat northern soldiers 
afflicted with yellow fever and in the 
confederate prison at Florence, 8S. C., he 
won the love of many union men by 
his kindness during a similar perform- 
ance. 

He was born in Charleston, S. C., on 
February 8, 1826, and was graduated by 
the College of Charleston in 1846 and by 
the South Carolina Medical college twen- 
ty-two years later. He began and con- 
tinued his practice with success until the 
opening of the civil war, when he re- 
ceived the commission of surgeon in the 
confederate army. At the close of the 
war he moved to New York, where he 
lived until his death. 

Dr. White made scveral important med- 
ical inventions.

Strong Resolutions by the South- 
em General Assembly, 


Assembly, However, Declines To Send 
Delegate to Conference on Di- 
vorce ana Remarriage—Pro- 
cesdings of Both 
Assemblies. 


Lexington, Va, May 2.—The session of 
the southern Presbyterian assembly this 
morning was addressed by Rev. Dr. John 
Balcom Sschaw, of New York, a member 
of the committee to forward the evangel- 
istic movement in the northern Presbyte- 
rian assembly in the interest of that 
cause, 

The overtures from the synods of Ten- 
nessee, Alabama and Missouri and the 
Presbyteries of Maryland, Brazos, Fort 
Worth and Red river, for closer relations 
with the Reformed church of America, 
were reported with the recommendations 
that the assembly appoint a committee of 
conference, whenever the reformed church 
should indicate its readiness to receive the 
committee and the report was adopted. 

Dr. J, R. Graham was appointed dele- 
gate to lay the matter before the reform 


r church. 


Upon the recommendation of the audit- 
ing committee the bequest of Miss Stuart, 
of Alexandria, was placed to the credit 
of the endowment fund for ministerial re- 
lief. The request of the Presbyterian So- 
ciety of Philadélphia for historical papers 
relating to the assembly was agreed to. 

Telegrams of fraternal greetings were 
received from the Cumberland Fresby- 
terian assembly and the northern Presby- 
terian assembly. 

Upon the recommendation of the foreign 
correspondence committee the assembly 
declined to. appoint a committee for co- 
operation with similar committees of al- 
lied bodies and declined to appoint a dele- 
gate to the joint conference on divorce 
and remarriage. Strong resolutions were 
adopted against the remarriage of di- 
vorsed persons. The assembly then re- 
cessed until afternoon. 

Dr. Theron Rice’s Address. 

At the afternoon session an address on 
Christian education was delivered by 
Rev. Dr. Theron H. Rice, of Atlanta, 
Ga., to one of the largest éongregations 
yet assembled during the assembly. 

The special committee appointed to 
consider thse anti-saloon league’s com- 
munication askine the assembly to send 
delegates to its national convention next 
December in Washington in a report ex- 
pressed full sympathy for the league’s

Addresses were made 
by Rev. H, F. Williams, of Nashville, 
editor of The Missionary, and Dr. 8S. H. 
Chester, of Nashville, secretary of for- 
eign missions. The latter’s address was 
illustrated by views of foreign lands, 
showing the missionary and his people 
in all phases,

Englishman ‘Describes Horr 
of Paris-Madrid Race 


No Attempt Made To Keep People Off 
Course, and the Great Machines 
Whizzed Through a Human 
Mass—Vanderbilt Was 
Thrown Into a Ditch.

London, May 2%.—Joseph Pennell, the 
artist and writer, has sent a most graphic 
description of the first stage of the Paris- 
Madrid automobile race to The Daily 
Chronicle from Chartres. After describing 
the assembling of the crowds and how, 
finally, the racers were seen coming from 
the top of a hill, he continued: 

“As the cars, fell—there is no other 
word for it—down the slopes and ap- 
proached the narrow bridge, jumped with 
a bound across and flew with a scream 
up the rise beyond, one could see by the 
twitch of the wheels, not half of which 
was caused by the road, how agonizing 
was the strain of the driver forced to 
make his way through the endless, uncon- 
trolled crowds which ‘littered the road 
from Paris to Bordeaux. Much as one 
may esteem the broad-minded views of 
the French government in encouraging 
the motor industry, the government's 
neglect to protect the course was crimi- 
nal and nothing else. 

“Though on the stretch of eight kilo- 
meters between’ Chartres and the first 
village were from 5,000 to £0,000 people and 
500 to 1,000 cars, no attempt was made to 
control the crowds, mostly made up of 
peasants and people from Paris who know 
nothing ab6éut automobiles. The horse- 
drawn traffic was stopped during the 
race, but the fools on bicycles and the im- 
beciles on motors careened about and 
drew up anywhere all over the road, and 
only escaped killing themselves and the 
racing contestants by sheer dumb luck 
which is said to protect drunken men, 
children and fools. Yet people wonder 
why accidents happened. 

“The conduct of the military is incred- 
ible. From Chartres, the narrow. bridge 
at the foot of the hill, the roadway was 
kept clear by a regiment of infantry and 
some gendarmes and though pedestrians 
were not permitted to cross the bridge, 
but had to pass through the stream below, 
thus making a jam at both sides, the ordi- 
nary motor cars and motor cycles were 
allowed free passage, of which they took 
such advantage that one of the racing 
commissioners was stopped dead in* or- 
der that a person on an ordinary car 
might crawl over. As for the motor cy- 
cles in the race, they were simply used 
near Chartres as pacing machines by any 
stray scorcher who wanted to take them 
on. Measures for preserving.the safety of 
the public were either non-existent or of 
the most ridiculous character.’’ 

Mr. Pennell then describes the scenes 
at the headquarters at Chartres and the 
appearance and often hysterical demeanor 
of ‘the drivers - who were’ ont of ‘the 
races, and says: 

“Further up the street was another 
car with a huge gash in the tire of one 
wheel, the other tire down and the whole 
twisted and bent, in the hands of a dozen 
workmen. Walking away therefrom was a 
human being with part of a cap over one 
ear and part of a pair of goggles over 
the other plastered with mud and oil, in 
Tags and tatters of what had once been 
a suit of clothes. It opened its mouth and 
said in a voice choked with tears and in 
the American language: 

“‘*I do not mind breaking down again, 
but it makes me so. very angry.’ ” 

It was Mr. Vanderbilt, and he had been 
in a ditch.

- Paris, May 26.—The second stretch of 
the Paris-Madrid automobile race was not 
started this morning owing to the inter- 
diction of the French and Spanish gov- 
ernments. Many of the contestants with- 
drew and some of them proceeded leisure- 
ly. 

Hope is held out for the recovery of 
Marcel Renault, one of the injured con- 
testants. The other injured persons are 
progressing favorably.

QUINTETTE YARN MILL SOLD. 


Atlanta Company Purchaser of Mill 
Property at Eatonton. 

Eatonton, Ga., May 26.—(Special.j)—The 
bankrupt sale of the Quintette yarn 
mill, Eatonton electric cotton mill, elec- 
tric plant and two undeveloped water 
powers took place today before the court 
house door. The Quintette mill was bid 
in at $3510 and the other property at 
$36,775. The entire property was bought 
by the Equitable Mortgage Security 
Company, of Atlanta. 

The liabilities of the Quintette are $50,- 
000; the assessed value $28,700. Against 
this mill the Equitable Mortgage and 
Security Compafiy holds mortgages for 
$25,000. The liabilities of the other prop- 
erty are $106,000, the assessed value $78,. 

It is thought that the court will not 
approve the sale. The Equitable com- 
pany mage the purchase with the hope 
of realizing from a future sale enough 
to cover their investment. The company 
ts now offering the property for sale in 
case the court approves today’s work.

Many Prominent: Speakers 
Were Heard at Atlanta 
University. 


. The negro conferences at Atlanta uni- 


veralty§ grow. in interest and im- 
portance each year, and this, the 
eighth of the series, has proven in many 
respects the most valuable yet held. The 
subject of study this year was the negro 
church and the moral and religious condi- 
tion of the negro. The principal speakers 
were Rev. Dr. Washington Gladden, the 
eminent socioligist and president of the 
American Missionary Association: Profes- 
sor Kelley Miller, of Howard university, 
‘he negro mathematician and writer, and 
Mary Church Terrell, the first president of 
the National Federation of Colored Wom- 
en’s Clubs. , 

The conference opened yesterday morn- 
ing with an interesting story of the negro 
churches of the black belt. Rev. Mr. W. 
H. Holloway, of Thomas county, pre- 
sented a statistical study of the churches 
of his county and their conditions. 

The Rev. Dr. Gladden followed with an 
uddress on “The Relation of Young Peo- 
ple to Church and State.” He said in 
part: 

“People who are thoroughly fitted for 
Good: citizenship and who show by their 
conduct that they have the disposition 
and the purpose to be good citizens are 
not ‘going to be permanently excluded 
in any part of this country from the re- 
*ponsibilities and duties of citizenship. 
That is as sure as tomorrow's sun 
rising. It cannot be that in the United 
States of America, young men who are 
thoroughly intelligent, who know what 
citizenship means, who love their coun- 
try, who are working to build up its pros- 
perity and to secure its peace and who 
}are ready to shed their blood in its de- 
fense are going to be forbidden to take 
any part in its government. 

‘The more strenuous men oppose your 
participation tn political affairs the more 
zealous and diligent ought you to be in 
qualifying yourselves to take part in 
them. You are not wholly shut out from 
such duties; and whenever you have a 
chance to exercise them let every man 
fee that they are performed with excep- 
tional intelligence and exceptional con- 
sciousness; that the black man holds the 
euffrage as a high and sacred trust: that 
he cannot be bribed or led astray by the 
arts of the demagogue; that he puts aside 
his own personal interests when he votes; 
that he will not even use the suffrage as 
a means for extorting benefits for his own 
race at the expense of the rest of the 
community, but always keeps in view the 
general welfare; that he is always and 
everywhere a patriot in his political ac- 
tion; that when he holds an office he dis- 
charges its duties more faithfully and 
honestly than the white man does. IT have 
heard of some instances of this nature 
since I came to Atlanta—of colored men 
in tage | station whose white neighbors 
testify cOncerning them that their conduct 
is blameless and their service of the high- 
est order. Let such instances be multi- 
plied. Hold up this standard everywhere! 
Rally round it all your people, set it to 
be your constant endeavor, your highest 
ambition to infuse this spirit, this purpose 
into the thought and the life of all colored 
men. Before such a purpose as that the 
barriers of political exclusiveness are sure 
to go down.” 

The afternoon session was the annua! 
mothers’ meeting. The principal address 
was made by Mary Church Terfell on 
“The Negro Woman and the Church.” 

The principal meeting took place at 
night, President Horace Bumstead pre- 
Siding. After opening remarks by the 
chairman, the Rev: C. B, Wilmer made a 
short address. The principal speech was 
made by Professor Kelly Miller, of How- 
ard university, on “Religion as a Sol- 
vent of the Race Problem.’ He spoke in 
part; 

“Statesmanship, education and philan- 


exploited as agencies in the solution of 
this puzzling riddle of race, vet thé prob- 
lem seems to take on added difficulties. 
Religion is the only effective sanction 
over the conduct of an unawakenéd peo- 
ple, and affords the only solace that 
can enable them to contemplate their 
lot with fortitude and resignation. 

“Religious precepts would rob_ the 
white man of his prajudices and cause 
him to recognize the Fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man. Christian- 
ity is contrary to the spirit of caste— 
spiritual kinship transcends all other re- 
lations. The race problem will be solved 
when Christianity gains contro] of the in- 
nate wickedness of the human heart, 
and men learn to apply in dealing with 
their fellows the simple principles of 
the golden rule and the sermon on the 
mount.”’ 

Many interesting figures were present- 
ed: the students of Atlanta found fifty- 
four negro churches in Atlanta which 
raise over $59,000 a vear and own - $200,000 
worth of property. One hundred and 
fifteen typical churches from all parts 
of the country reporting to the confer- 
ence had 19.6440 active members, $1,976,682 
worth of property, and raised last year 
$210,839.88 for expenses. The negro Bap- 
Tists report for 1902 2,039,427 members. 
$12,196,130 in property and $3,426,523.11 
raised for expenses. 

Resolutions were adopted by the con- 
ference calling for a renewal! of spi*ijtual 
ideals among negroes and an expansion 
of church work in the-lines of social re- 
form. The arrangements for the confer-

How To Take “Snap Shots.”’ 


St. Nicholas: Now, my dear young_pho- 
tographer, whoever yoy may be—possibly 
you are just like Robert in that you have 
never before realized what a ‘‘snap-shot 
with brains’ is You have never discov- 
ered what your little pocket camera may 
be made to do when you think before 
you gnap. It does not depend so much 
on what you take as. on how you take 
it, Summer is here, and on land and 
water your camera can be made an inter- 
esting companion. Let me suggest to 
you. a few experiments you may not 
have thought of before. 1 do not claim 
them as original, but they will do to be- 
gin with, and they will, doubtless, sug- 
gest others to you. 

1. Water pictures. Stand on a pier 
about 6 or 8 feet above the surface of the 
water, and point your camera at your 
friend swimming or floating below. 1f 
your “subject” can swim under water, 
and the water is clear, you will in this 
way obtain pretty studies of reflection and 
refraction. Then try to take persons 
diving and jumping into the water; but 
do not be disappointed if at the first 
few trials your films show only a part of 
the body or the tip of. the feet. It is 
not easy to catch a quickly falling object 
in the center of your picture. 

2. Mvon pictures—really setting-sun pic- 
tures. Jusc before the sun sets the actinic 
rays are weak. You may point your lens 
directly at the sun, without fear of fog- 
ging your plate. Water is an important 
factor in a picture of this sort, because 
it shows reflected light. The effect is en- 
hanced by having one or more objects in 
or near the reflected path of light—either 
in the foreground or background. 

3. Lightning pictures. People have said 
to me: “‘How can you snap the shutter 
just as the flash comes?” You don't 
You point your lens at qa retreating thun- 
derstorm—at night. Then open your shut- 
ter. and leave it open until you have 
caught one or more flashes on the film. 
As it is night, you may keep yotr lens 
open until nearly dawn without fogging 
your plate. 

4.A few hours with your friend the 
camera can be made to teach you quite 
as much about perspective and the laws 
of light and shade aS many a text- 
book. 

Hundreds of new ideas. will suggest 
themselves to you. when once you have 
begun to put your mind upon what you 
are doing. and your frivolous “snapping”’ 
may be changed into’a most interesting 
study. Try it and see. 


The Business Ideal . 


Andrew Carnegie in the World’s Work: 

I never see a fishing fleet set sail with- 
out pleasure, thinking this is based upon 
the form which is probably to prevail 
generally. Not a man in the boats is 
paid fixed wages. Each gets his share of 
the profits. That seems to me the ideal. 
It would be most. interesting if we could 
compare the results of a fleet so manned 
and operated with one in which men were 
paid fixed wages; but I question whether 
such a fleet as the latter exists. From my 
experience I should say a crew of em- 
ployees v. a crew of partners would not 
be in the race. 

The great secret of success in business 
of all kinds. and especially in manufac- 
turing, where a small saving in each 
process mcans fortune, is a liberal divi- 
sion of profits among the men who heip 
to make them, and the wider distribution 
the better. There lie latent unsuspected 
powers in willing men around us which 
only need appreciation and development 
to produce surprising results. Money re- 
wards alone will not, however, insure 
these, for to the most sensitive and am- 
bitious natures there must be the note 
of sympathy, appreciation, friendship. 
Genius is sensitive in all its forms, and it 
is unusual, not ordinary, ability, that 
tells even in practical affairs. You must 
capture and keep the heart of the original 
and supremely able man before his brain 
can do its best, . a 
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ag number of the ve ne- 
groes in Atlanta to establish a 
reformatory for negro chuidren, ws 
one of the interesting subjects of dis- 
cussion at ghe last meeting of the At- 
lanta Woman's Club, and one meeting 
with the hearty indorsement of the mem- 
bers, The matter was brought before 
the club by Mrs. Alice Muse Thomas, 
who explained that the movement had 
grown out of the recent meeting, in 
Atlanta, of the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction; various ses- 
sions having been attended dy @ num- 
ber of Atlanta’s most progressive-spirit- 
ed negroes, 

Individuals from among these, both 
men and women, are.interesting them- 
selves in securing the necessary funds 
for the establishment of the reformato- 
ry. and certainly there is no move as 
yet undertaken by the Atlanta negroes 
in the direction of helping themselves, 
tthat should meet ‘with more hearty 
cooperation on the part of the white 
people. 

There is no use to more than refer to 
the sickening stories that are told of 
the number of petty offenders of both 
races, confined in the city stockade, to 
convince all right-minded citizens that 
e change must be made in the matter 
of protecting and punishing the youth- 
ful criminals of both races. Until there 
is established the more intelligent sys- 
tem of dealing with such crime in the 
‘juvenile court’ and through the proba- 
tion system, the reformatory would 
seem for the present the only direct 
means of partially lessening growing 
condition ‘of criminality among the 
hundreds of negro children who swarm 
upon certain of Atlanta's streets. 

To those who are but casual observ- 
efs of the educational progress of the 
day and especially the educational in- 
terest directed toward the negro, it is 
rather remarkable that little or no 
money has been given toward the very 
basic principle of all education—the edu- 
cation of the child through that most

wonderful achievement in modern edu- 
cational systems—the kindergarten. 

Glancing in any direction from tie 
windows of any. of Atlanta's boasted 
“skyscrapers,” the eye falls upon. some 
imposing structure where philanthropy is 
making it possible for the negro adult 
to pursue any line of education which 
he may select. Yet a tremendous ele- 
ment of the future citizenship, who are 
supposed to grow to prove the right of 
their race to claim “racial ideals’ and 
“standards,” and their rght for the same 
education the white man receives, are 
Swarming the streets, and becomirg in- 
evitably victims of crime—that species of 
crime that dulls the youthful mind and 
soul, and that al! the high pinnaciled 
colleges and universities in the world 
cannot wipe out. 

Although several efforts have been made 
fo establish. negro kindergartens, in sev- 
tral of the states of the central south 
the sentiment has never been far-reach- 
ing and comparatively nothing has been 
dene in that direction. All thinkers along 
educational lines have long since decided 
that in those congested centers of the 
city where the white child is the child of 
the “superior” race the kindergarten. is 
the basic principle of education, and yet 
when it comes to the negro child of the 
“superior” race, he is supposed to pos- 
sesm his youthful mind and soul in purity 
and patience, or to lie asleep and some 
cay waking up in the college and univer- 
sity establish his right of citizenship, his 
right of equality. 

Until this theory, at present being ex- 
tensively practiced, is proved in a de- 
gree (at least) impracticable, and one 
small fractional part of the millions being 
expended for the education of the negro 
in schools, colleges and universities be di- 
rected systematically toward the negro 
child, it would seem that the best that 
can be done is in the establishment of 
the reformatory. 

And as the step for the movement is 
taken by the negroes themselves, in their 
effort to better their own conditions, there- 
by becoming more useful to themselves 
and the community, it would seem that 
the thoughtful citizens of Atlanta should 
not only indorse the movement, but prac- 
tically cooperate in the establishment of 
the reformatory.

New York, May 26.—Liverpool is feel- 
ing the effect of the poor crop reports 
which have gone forward of the new crop. 


‘While the government report today shows 


2 slight improvement in the western and 
central districts, the report does not 
change the idea that the crop has had a 
poor start. May has been for sale all 
day with July taking its place as a ma- 
nipulated position. August has been 
weak all day, while the May crowd have 
been heavy buyers of December. The 
advance in Liverpool is ascribed to the 
desire to close engagements before the 
holidays and the poor reports. The tem- 
per of the Tocal trade is to expect a reac- 
tion abroad, but consider new crops a 
rurchase on any decline. From the weak- 
ness in May and the extensive buying of 
December by the May bulls, it is assumed 
that some settlement of the outstanding 
short interest in May had been reached. 
It is estimated that fully 40,000 December 
were bought during the afternoon. The 
spot market was quiet at 20 points de- 
cline. 


Weekly Crop Bulletin. 


Washington, May 2%.—The weekly crop 
bulletin of the weather department is as 
follows: ‘ 

Heavy raing from Oklahoma and Arkan- 
sas, northward to Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas, have retarded work ‘in these dis- 
tricts. Drought has been largely relieyed 
ir the Ohio valley, lake region and sduth- 
ern portions of the middle Atlantic states, 
but continues with greater severity on the 
northern rtion of the last named dis- 
trict, white light rains would be benefiaial 
generally throughout the gulf states. 

CORN—In the southern states corn has 
made favorable progress. 

WINTER WHEAT—In the southers por- 
tions of Missouri and Kansas winter wheat 
hag suffered some deterioration, but else- 
where in these states and in Nebraska 
the crop continues in promising condition. 
Winter wheat is now heading in the more 
r.ortherly districts, the reports from the 
Ohio vall and middle Atlantic states 
indicating that it is heading low. 

OATS—In the states of the Missouri val- 
ley o#ts have made favorable growth and 
a decided improvement is reported from 
Michigan and Illinois. In the Ohio val- 
ley and middle Atlantic states the out- 
lcok is less promising. Harvesting is 
reneral in southern Texas, Georgia and 
Florida. 

COTTON—There has been a general im- 
provement in the outlook for cotton, es- 
pecially in the middle and western dis- 
tricts, but the crop Is generally late. Por- 
tions of Mtanieston| and northern Texas 
continue to suffer for rain, and boll wee- 
vils are renorted from several counties in 
southern Texas, where cutworms also 
are. causing damage as well as in some 
central counties, Considerable replanting 
ie necessary in the Carolinas, Georgia and 


| Texas. 
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TOBACCO—More favorable progress has 
been made with transplanting tobacco in 
the Ohio yalley, but in the middle Atlan- 
tic states little or none had been set up 
to the close of the week. Much needed 
rain fell in Maryland and Virginia, plac- 
ing the soil in favorable condition for tis 
work. Plants in Virginia and eastern 
Kentucky are failing. In the Carolinas 
tobacco is buttoning low. 

GRASS—Grass has been greatly im- 
proved in the Ohio valley and lake region 
and continues on the promising condition 
in the Mississippi valley, but in middle 
Atlantic states a short crop is promised. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, May 26.—Further advances in 
brown and colored goods have been made, 
with manufacturers determined to secure 
more of margin. Buying has beén moder- 
<te, but sellers are not forcing business 
and have little to sell. 


Cothran & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 26.—The feature of the 
day was the comparative strength in the 
new crop months, and the absence vf 
strength in July; that is, while July ruled 
only slightly over yesterday's figures, Oc- 
tober sold up to 9.62, and held most of tie 
advarce throughout the day. The weekly 
report was decidedly more- favorable than 
the majority had anticipated, but the 
showing did not seem to bring about as 
much liquidation and bear hammet&g 
as might have been expected at the prcs- 
ent level. Two or three very shrewd oper- 
«tors sold out the fall positions, not caring 
to be caught long at 9 1-2c a pound at 
‘hig season of the year. There was more 
or less pressure in July, partly as a resu't 
of the accumulation of the cotton at this 
center.

Big Reduction Was Secured 
on Price of New Pump 
Needed. 


It develops that under the proposition 
made to the ‘city with reference to fur- 
rishing a new 18,000,000 gallon pump for 
water works station No. 1 at the river, 
quite a hendsome sum is saved to the 
city, if the pump is purchased, through 
the ‘work of Superintendent Park Wood- 
ward, of the water department. — 

It is said by a well known member of 
the wate board that Colonel Woodward 
went thoroughly into the matter of fig- 
ures on pumps before this proposition 
was made by the Holly Manufacturing 
Company. Colonel Woodward secured es- 
timates on vertical pumps of 20,000,000 
gallons capacity. The figures of the Holly 
company amounted to about $188,000, and 
those of this company’s chief opponent 
were $10,400 higher. The horizontal en- 
zines are considerably cheaper. The lolly 
company's estimate on the new pump, 
a horizontal one, was originally $105,000. 
This is the only company that builds 
horizontal engines of this capacity. Wen 
the question of making the proposition 
came up Colonel Woodward called at- 
tention to the fact that the company had 
the patterns of the new pump recently 
put in at station No. 2, and would save 
as a result of this fact about $7,000, which 
1s approximately the cost of the pat- 
terns. 

Colonel Woodward asked that the com- 
pany give the city the benefit of this 
fact. but the request was refused. When 
it became apparent, however, that such 
concession would probably be necessary 
if the proposition was to he recommend- 
ed by the water board, the company 
finally agreed to put ‘the price of the 
18,000,000 gallon pump down to $98,277, 
the same price as was paid for the 15,- 
000,000 gallon pump at the ' Hemphill! 
station. 

The question of the purchase of the 
new pump is now before the finance com- 
mittee. Of the necessity for the pur- 
chase, the water boaxd has fully ap- 
prised council.
